Abdemar deferred not a mament 
to obey 3 he was generous, and 
really moved with what he had 
| but juſd learned, he flew to Cleo- 
»iſa's Apartment. Mean time 
Roxane \ecing Abdala bulied in 
giving A/manz4ide ſome Teſti- 
monies of his Aﬀections, was re- 
flieting with an inward rage on 
the ſudden change that ſome few 


words had brought to this buſi- 


neſs, and was ſeeking in her Heart 
and Spirit, ingenious to all evil, 
ſome means by which ſhe might 
invalidate Ariſtan's Teſtimony, 
and render it of no effect, by ma* 
king it paſs for a feigned Story, 
who in a days ſpace did bring a- 
gain 
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gain to life not onely that Child 
of Cleoniſa's which ſhe her (elf 
had thou oa dead coming into 
the World, but another alſo, of 
whoſe Life ſhe was wholly igno- 
rant, 

Abdemar came happily to Cleo- 
ww reſcue; who conſtant in her 
adverſities, was writing her laſt 
thoughts unto Abdalz. He [taid 
with her no longer than to make 
known that the Orders were re- 
verſed, and run immediately to 
Almanzor's Lodgings 3 but it was 
too late, and his Executioners, 
more diligent than Cleoniſa's, ha- 
ving found him upon his Bed, had 
mercileſ{ly ſtrangled him there. 

Abdemar moved at ſo deplora- 
ble a fate, could not ſtay his Eyes

not have deltroyed him. In vain 
did the King .endeavour to recal 
her Fortitude by his Embraces 3 
Almanzor was no more, ' and 
though innocent of his death, 
ſhe looked upon her ſelf as the 
cauſe" of it. Sire: that your un- 
Juſt diſtraſts ( faid the. to the 
King ) : have cauſed' are ſo much 
ſorrow as nothing- can-ever conſo- 
late me, and that the unfortunate 
Almanzor. was +120t; reſcued: f rom 
-furioxs BROxana's:rxge, bat to bee 
come 4 more noble Wifae. to her 
cruelty and that without. enjoy- 
ing the happineſs of. bis Life, 7 
have. all the ſorrows that ſuch a 
I E 5 death 
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death conld produce, ſuffer at leaft 
that I may give wnto his Heart, 
as cold as it is, ſuch Embraces as 
T7 could not give unto him living. 
At theſe words, without ſtaying 
for Abdala's Anſwer, ſhe went to- 
wards the Slaves Quarters, and 
had already croſſed ſome Galle- 
ries that made the diſtance be- 
tween the Kings and theWomens 
Apartment, when ſhe perceived 
Ariſten, with that beloved Son 
which ſhe was lamenting, and 
whoſe ſuppoſed loſs was going in 
all probability to cauſe hers effe- 
Ctually, She was no ſooner cer- 
tain of his Life, but that ſhe gave 
a full ſcope to all her Joys, and 
to the tenderneſs. of her Aﬀeti- 
ons; the King:was na leſs ſenfible 
of this Happineſs : But Alwan- 
z4rda, notwithſtanding her reſo- 
lutions to the contrary,- did re-

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the reſt. Ariſiax in few words 
did clear more amply that Myſte- 
ry which had preſerved two ſuch 
precious Lives, and did receive 
ſuch Eulogies from all as his Fi- 
delity did deſerve. Almanzor, 
ſurpriſed at ſo many Accidents, 
could not be taken off from re- 
flecting on the dangers unto 
which Cleo;/a had been expo- 
ſed : As for his part, he found 
his Soul in ſuch a conditiou, as 
made him look upon Death as a 
refuge, and not as an evil. Em- 
braces and exprcſtions of tender-- 
neſs were often repeated on all 
fides; but the Princeſs 4/man- 
zaida, who knew by her own 
experience What Sorrows 4lan- 
Sor did yet- feel for her, durlt 
ſcarcely look upon him. 

Mean time 1t. was unhappy 
Toxare Who had received that 
ſad fate which was intended for 
Aalwmanzor ; He had found the 

: Princes 
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Princes Chamber open, and 
While he was walking with Ari- 

ax in the Garden, he had thrown 
himſelf upon his Bed, where the 
Executioners had ſtrangled him, 
taking him for Almanzor. Tox- 
ara's lols was not ſignificant e- 
nough to diſturb ſo much joy. 
After 4bdala had left Cleoniſa in 
her Apartment , where he alſo 
parted with Almanzaida, he re- 
tired himſelf unto his alſo; and 
Abdemar, who had nothing but 
Brotherly AfﬀeCction for A4lmar- 
zor, would not part from him ; 
he being not capable of ſo ſtrong 
a Paſſion as his Brether, his Rea- 
fon overcame his Love : But A4/- 
#4anzor was leſs conformable ; he 
was more 1n love than ever: and 
while the reſt were at quiet, his 
{hare was Tears and Sighs. 

The next morning he rendered 
his Dovoirs unto. the King, and 
m the next place to Cheoniſo; 

who 
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who ſeeing now her Happineſs 
above her own deſires and hopes, 
did continually ply 4l/manzaide 
with Careſles. That amiable Prin- 
ceſs did anſwer her Favoors with 
a world of afieion, but with as 
much ſadneſs; ſo that Cleoniſe 
was perſwaded, that the know- 
ledge of her Fortune had not re- 
ſtored her Heart to its Liberty, 
and that Al»anzor did itil] hold 
there a larger place than the name 
of a Brother would admit of: 
Almanzor's preſence did confirm 
her in that Opinion; and not- 
withſtanding Almanzaida's reſer- 
vedneſs, her Eyes would ſpeak 
another Language than that of 
Friendſhip unto the paſſionate 
Almanzor. This mutual AﬀedCti- 
on did not trouble Cleoni/a, fur- 
thex than as it had relation to 
their quiet 3 and being confident 
in both their Vertues, ſhe knew 
that ſhe had no cauſe to —__ 
tnat 
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that fide : therefore ſhe buſied 
her thoughts in- healing of ſuch 
Evils which: a long Error had 7 
contracted : But he was incapable | 
of it 3 neither Time, nor Cleoxt- 
ſa's and Ar:ſten's Cares, could 
obtain any thing upon his ſtrong | 
Impreſſions; but forgetting eve- | 
ry moment that 4lmanzaida Was 
his Siſter, he did ſpeak to her of 
his Love : and the young Prin- 
ceſs, being ſometimes deluded by 
a too powerful Charm, did hear- 
ken unto him without interrupti- 
on, and did daily more and more 
Plunge her ſelf into an Abyſs, 
whence 1t was impoſlible to re- 
trive her. 

Mean time Roxana looked up- 
on Chkoniſa's Profperity with 
rage; and never were ſo many | 
attempts made for the ruine of 
her happineſs, as then : But all 
tO Jate 3 Abdals was convinced 
of the Vertue of the one, and on 
the 
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the others evil Deſigns : and it is 
likely that he had reſented Roxa- 
2a's wickedneh: in an higher mea- 
ſure yet, but that he looked upon 
her as on Abdemar's Viother. 
Almanzor of a Slave had taken 
upon him the Name and Rank of 
' Prince, but not the Pride ;. and 
as in his mean condition he had 
the Art of pleaſing all the World, 
it was not difficult for any Perſon:

advertiſed, that a Stranger asked 
ta ſpeak with him : He gave or- 
der heſhould be brought in; and 
no ſooner had he calt his Eyes up-

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on him- than he knew him to be 

that Perſon to whom he had in- 

truſted Almanzaida's firſt Years. 

As he had ever found him moſt 

faithful to all his Secrets, he did 

entertain ſuch thoughts of him as 

were full of Acknowledgments 

ſo that he embraced him, and af- 

ter the firſt teſtimonies of affecti- 

on, he offered him his Services at 

Avrocs, in all that he ſhould de- 

fire. I am perſwaded ( replied 

Zidews) that you wonld generouſ- 

ly. ſerve a Perſon in whom you did 

once repoſe the higheſt confidence : 
but, as the caſe ſtands now, .it's 

01 x0- particular Intereſt that 1 
come here at preſent. Ariſtan, 7 
have a buſineſs of the higheſt na- 

ture to impart t0 you, 'the myſtery 
of 'which I conjure you to pardon 
me," fince that. all my intentions 
in it, have been but to ſave you 
from much ſorrow. That Child 
-with whom you had intruſted me, 
- Was 
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was not the ſame 1 returned you. 
back, Death bereaved ws of it 
within ſix months after you had 
committed it to our care; and 1 
being informed of its Birth, I 
gneſsd at the ſorrow that you 
would have for the boſs of it; 
which to prevent for the preſent, 
T ſupplied the place of the King 
of Moroco's Daughter, by another 
young Princeſs, reduced to ſeek 
for ſuccour, and exiled from her 
very Birth, through extraordinary 
events, ſince it hid pleaſed the 
Heavens to intruſt her into our 
Hands. T did it, Anſtanz and 
the Age was ſo well fitted, that 
you were not ſenſible of the change 
which T had put upou you. But 
now pray hearken unto the Story 
of that Perſon after whom I an 
now come to 7nquire. 

Tou are not ignorant, that Al- 
|  benzais King of Fez was driver 
' from his Kingdom ſome twenty 
gears 
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gears ſince, by the ambitious Mo» 
rat ; and that he unhappily ended 
his days, being about to defend the 
Remains both of his and his Queen 
Zaira's Liberty. The Queen was 
then with Child, and near the time 
of her Delivery, when the deplo- 
rable A\benzais loſt hs life ; the 
ſorrows of his Qucen ended hers 
alſo, preſently after that ſhe had 
brought a Daughter ir:to the World. 
T was born in Europe, but had gi-

We were the oxely two that did not 
abandon them in their Adverſi- 
ties; and it was into our Hands 
(in the preſence of Prince Orti- 
lis, Brother wnto Albenzais, who 
bad never forſaken her) that the 
dying Queen depoſited that inno- 
cent Creature which fhe had newly 
brought into the World, entreating 
| us 
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#s to ' conceal ber from Morat's 
knowledge, and to retire into ſonre 
w1known place, to wait for a bet- 
ter Fortune, Ortiſts extremely 
grieved at the Queens death, ſent 
#4 away without delay,aſſuring me, 
that either be would periſh in the 
attempt, or teir Albenzais his 
Scepter from the unjuſt Morat's 
Hands, and reſtore it unto that 
mew-born Babe bis Brother's 
Daughter. Thus we parted from 
Ortilis, who ſome time after was 
takes by the Agents of Morat, as 
he was on a Deſign, and ſhut up in 
a cloſe Priſon, in which he did 
languiſh for a long time. 

In the mean time, that I might 
wot be "= from ſome place where 
1 might hear News from Fez, 1 
come to Moroco, wh:re I met with 
you , end where you were pleaſed 
to take me into your Friendſhip : 
My Wife did appear to you a fit 
Perſou to take upon her the care of 
Abdala's 
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Abdala's Daughter : but when, af 
ter her death, I had given you the 


Princeſs of Fez in lieu of her, IT. 


was well ſatisfied as to that parti- 
cular; and finding my ſelf uſe- 
leſs at Moroco, T took a Voy ge, 
and at my return learned that Or- 
tifis had eſcaped ont of Priſon. T 


made ſome tay at Fez, and 


through my care and diligence did 
learn the place of his retreat. 7 
came to him, he received ' me 
Kindly; and I was'the more wel+ 
come, when I aſſnred hine of the 
Princeſſes Life. In fine, «fter di+ 
vers years of needleſs Cantions, 
and of Secret Enterprizes , one 
has taken effef, in which Morat 
the Uſurper has been maſſacred by 
the People of Fez, tired with the 
Oppreſſrons of his Tyrannical Go- 
vernment ; after whoſe death, Or- 
tilis has no ſooner appeared, but 
the Name of Albenzais, and his 
alſo, have been repeated a thouſand 
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times. He generouſly refuſing the 
Crown, has aſſured the Chief a+ 
mongit them, That there was 4 
Daughter of Albenzais's living, in 
whom his Memory was to be perpe- 
tuated ; That for bjs part, he had 
taken up the Sword but as its De- 
poſttary, till the arrival of the 
Princeſs..

King's preſence. Ah, (cried ont 
Almanzor) ſave me at once both 
the labour and confufion of in- 
forming him of what paſſes in my 
Breaſt. At theſe words they en- 
tred, where they found Abdemar 
onely with the King 3 who pre- 
ſently conceiv1 ng, that this Stran- 
ger did not preſent himſelf thus 
without Orders, but on ſome ex- 
traordinary account, expectedto 
learn the occafion, when Ar:ftew 
informed the King of the bufineſs. 
During the Relation, never was 
Man wore hearkned unto than he 
was by Almanzor, neither was 
there over ſo pleaſing a ſurprize 
as this. -Zidew his Relation, the

| you are ſureto obtain: The Slave 
Almanzor was ever dear unto 
me 3. Almanzaida's Brother has 
been the ſame, peradventure 
more than he ought to have 
been 3 and the Prince of 44oroco 
ſhall ever be more precious than 
her own.Life unto the Daughter 
of Albenzais. I complained a- 
ainſt Fortune, when ſome Cir- 
cumſtances had made me believe 
that I was Abdalz's Daughter, 
becauſe that Greatneſs was out- 
ragious to the Inclinations of a 
Heart which could not pardon 
any thing that did but check its 
Paſſions for 4Imanzor : But now 
I am contented with my. change, 
lince that thzxough Ortifrs his Ge- 
n&oſity it gives me a Throne, in 
which I may have ſomething that 
may pleaſe you.

account of his Goodnels, and his

\werable toit: Having ſo much 
Vertue, he cannot be ungrateful ;

It 3s 1 
that owe you immortal ones (1n- 
terrupted the Prince) and I ould 
have juſt cauſe to fear all Fhings, 
if T had not more corfadevice 112 
both your Goodneſs, than in ll 
my Pretenſkons. Ny Lord, (re- 
pied the Princeſs) I hope he will 
be favourable to you ; but ſhould 
I be deceived in my hopes, that 
Faith which I at preſent give 
you, to be ever yours, ſhall never 
be altered. 

Theſe laſt words eleveted 41- 
2141nZ0r at the heighth of his hap- 
pineſs. Cleoniſa met him : Abde- 
mar came preſently after, and 
did aſſure them in a handſom 
manner of the joy he reſented at 
their ſati>faction. 

In fine, after a tedious expecta- 
tion for our impatient Lovers 
(though it was not long.)
